EDMONTON IRONWORKS 


COMPANY WILL ERECT 


FOUNDRY BUILD1NG AND WAREHOUSE, COSTING 
$10,000 EACH—TURN OUT 2,000 PLOWS THIS YEAR 


Anticipating that the breaking plow 
industry is destined to be one ef the 
most impotrant in the capital city, and 
that the demand for the Van Slyde 
breaking = plow now manifested 
throughout Alberta, will be extended 
tu the whole of the Western Canada, 
if not of the dominion itself, the Ed- 
monton Ironworks have decided to de- 
vote their present building and equip- 
ment exclusively to the manufacture of 
breaking plows, and to erect new foun- 
dry premises immediately north of the 
building now in use. They will con- 
struct immediately at a cost of $10,- 
000, a new foundry bulding 75 ft. by 
60 ft., and a new $10,000 warehouse 
40 by 50 ft. and two storeys in height. 
tor the storing of plows. Their orig- 
inal premises are 185 ft. by 66 ft., and 
after the completion of the new foun- 
dry and warehouse, the present build- 
ing Will be used for no other purpose 
than the manufacture of plows, 

The Edmonton Ironworks are now 
rushing through for Dr. Rowntree an 
order of 2000 breaking plows for 


spring delivery, Over 200 plows have 
already been made, and sold through- 
out the provinee, and much of this 
season's breaking in the Edmonton dis- 
trict and elsewhere has been carried 
out by means of the new plow, About 
100 men will be given continuous em- 
ployment when the new feundry is in 
cperation, The building, will be com- 
pleted this fall. 

During the week of the fair, a dem- 
onstration of what ean be performed by 
the Van Slyke plow, as built both for 
engine use and for teams, will be made 
at the Exhibition grounds. Every day 
of the local fair there will be an ex- 
hibition of breaking on grounds in a 
field adjoining the exhibition grounds. 

“Our idea,"' said Dr. Rowntree to the 
Capital this morning,” is to show all 
the people who attend the annual fair 
that our plow is eminently filted for 
the mixed conditions prevalent in 
Northern Alberta,
